Not in years has East Liverpool ex­ 
perienced as much sensationalism as 
has been occasioned by the elopement 
of Policeman Thomas 
Stafford 
and 
Miss Bertha Chatman, a full account 
of which was published in last even­ 
ing’s News Review. 
From early in the evening, when the 
news boys started on the streets with 
their bundles of papers shouting "Po­ 
liceman missing.” until late at night 
there was nothing else talked about. 
At police headquarters the telephones

It was contended by 
som^ that, inasmuch as all ttfe 2,195 
persons who voted in East Liverpool 
on election day, did not vote on the 
registration proposition. 
It 
did not 
enrry, as it did not receive “a major­ 
ity of all votes cast." 
There were 972 votes cast for reg­ 
istration and 897 again, a clear ma­ 
jority of 75 out of the number who 
voted on the proposition. The opinion 
of the secretary of state, secured by 
the efforts of the News Review, set­ 
tles the Issue raised, which, most of 
the local attorneys 
held, rested on 
no reasonable foundation. 
A prominent attorney,

much pains to look up the law on the 
subject, said that 
registration 
cer­ 
tainly carried. Had a special election 
been held on the question, no doubt 
could have been raised, as it would 
have been the only question. The fact 
that many voters did not mark their 
registration ballots, causing them to 
bo thrown out, no more affected the 
result than It would have done at a 
special election. 
Section 2 of the bill should be suffi­ 
cient evidence. It reads: 
“This act

day of May, 1902, provided further, 
that at the election to be held on the

Cumberland yesterday afternoon for

partment of the pottery, altfiuugu one 
policeman figured quite prominently. 
to his sorrow. 
A young fellow, giving his name as 
John Smuck, was the cause of the riot. 
Smuck had a grudge against Robert 
Edie, a fellow workman, and thought 
lie saw an opportunity to get even. It 
is said that when Edie had his back 
turned Smuck threw a heavy mold at 
him, striking him between the shoul­ 
ders. 
It seems that others were in 
a fighting mood, and John McBee and 
a man named Robinson also started to 
fight. By this time others took sides, 
and began to throw everything that 
they could lay hands on. Considerable 
damage was done to the windows in 
the pottery, several of them being 
smashed to pieces by flying missiles. 
Samuel Melvin, one of New Cumber­ 
land’s officers, arrived on the scene 
when the riot was at its height and 
entered the thickest of the affray. It 
is said that one of the potters, James 
Miller by name, snatched Officer Mel­ 
vin’s mace from him and landed on the 
officer’s head with it several times, 
beating him 
into 
unconsciousness. 
Other officers then arrived on the 
scene and succeeded in landing Miller 
and McBee, the rest escaping. More 
arrests will follow. Miller will proba­ 
bly be dealt with more severely than 
McBee, as he is also charged with re- 
risting an officer. 
Officer Melvin, although badly bruis­ 
ed up, is able to be out again.

New York, April ll'.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade, it 
sued today, said rn pait:

business world, notw ithstanding two 
somewhat serious drawbacks. W eath­ 
er conditions have been unsatisfac 
to. y at many points, retarding retail 
distribution 
and 
delaying 
outdoor 
work, whil** excessive rain put many 
southern planters behiud with work 
;n the ei item fields. 
Still more of a 
handicap J.- the strife between wage 
earner and employer. 
M anufacturing 
is excel*1.em ail/ active in lines not 
■intuited by strikes and there is a 
vigorous movement of goods through 
regular channels. 
At the close of last week negotia* 
tions were concluded for a latge sale 
of pig iron at JI ti.60, furnace, deliv­ 
eries beginning in October and coy* 
ering six months. 
This price is in 
line with the avowed 
conservative 
intentions of tho leading 
interests. 
Yet spot transactions are reported at 
JI higher quotations whenever buy­ 
ers t ie so fortunate as 
to 
secure 
prompt shipment. 
Not only pig iron, 
but bars, billets and structural shapes 
ar* all sold so far ahead that new 
business is comparatively light, al­ 
though consumers would quickly ab 
sorb a ay early deliveries that might 
be offered. The situation may briefly 
be summed up in the statem ent that 
it is the exception when order books 
are not filled for full capacity well 
toward the end of 1902. 
Buyers are 
still placing contracts abroad, and on 
urgent business this will probably oe 
cur frequently during the remainder 
of the year. 
Clothing buyers are seeking to se­ 
cure woolen goods to substitute for 
deliveries retarded by the strike,, but 
find the m arket heavily overbought 
and many lines 
withdrawn or ad­ 
vanced in prices. 
Worsted manufac­ 
turers are busy, aud there is a no­ 
ticeable inquiry for yarns. 
More anim ation ha.-, 
appeared iu 
the speculative m arkets for stapler?. 
Fluctuations were mort.* irregular in 
corn, which broke sharply here anti 
at the west. but made a partial re 
covery, although still rem aining be­ 
low the best price last month. Wheat 
moved within narrow limits, varying 
a fraction according to the prepouder 
ance of good or bad crop news. 
Failures for the week 
numbered 
198 in the United States, against 20d 
last year, and 19 in Canada, against 
24 last year.

REVENUE RAISERS PASS 


Slight 
Hitch 
Between

Crafts, of the House Finance Com­ 
mittee, And Other 
Members 
is 
Causing Delay. 


columbus, O.. April 12.—[Special. J— 
As was experted, the present week has 
done much in clearing the way for 
final adjournment, and at the close of 
work Friday night a distinctive gain 
in the way of real 
accomplishment 
could be seen. 
The taxation mea*. 
urea—the administration measures— 
have all passed either one branch or 
the other, and the two most important 
ones, ainee they are to be the great 
revenue raisers—the Willis and Cole 
bills— are now laws. 
The redistrict­ 
ing bill baa also ceased aa the pro­ 
ducer of stormy caucuses and noisy 
debates, and has been finally deter­ 
mined. 
That othfer element of dis- 
tubrance. the canal question, has been 
finally disposed of, and is out of the 
way. 
This leaves but 
three 
great 
questions of state interest yet to come 
up—the reform in the primary elec­ 
tion laws, the outcome of which is 
problematical, the appropriation meas­ 
ure and the municipal code bill. 
The 
finance committee of the house has 
let itself get into a sorry tangle con 
cerning the appropriation matter, and 
back of the curtain which hides its 
work from the public legislative pride 
is playing a part. 
Chairman Crafts 
of the committee, together with State 
Auditor Guilbert. has 
prepared 
the 
three bills which are to be introduced. 
They wore drawn after an exhaustive 
study of the situation and in elabor­ 
ate detail. Members of the committee, 
however, fail to agree with the chair­ 
man as to all the amounts given the 
different state departments and insti­ 
tutions, and are urging their views 
upon 
Mr. Crafts, and 
demanding a 
co m p lia n ce with their ideas. He. with 
a natural pride in his work, is reluct­ 
ant to have the bills changed, and has 
not complied with the readiness which 
would mean a speedy completion of 
the work and a return of the hills to 
the legislature for adoption. It is this 
which has delayed matters and put 
the committee a month back of where 
the *mmc committee stood two years 
ago at a corresponding time, for in 
the legislature of 1900 Ute first of the 
bills was reported March 13. and all 
were passed and out of the way by 
the loth of April. 
Chairman Crafts 
now expects to have the three hills 
completed and Introduced by the ( lose 
of the coming week. 
If that l>e done, 
the general assembly can lollovv out 
its progrom and pack up grips for 
final departure by April 24. The fate 
of the municipal code bill seems de­ 
termined. 
It will undoubtedly be de­ 
feated. There has been a rapid growth 
of sentiment in opposition to it within 
the past 
few weeks, and 
especially 
ainee it was found that both Mayor 
Jphnson of Cleveland and George B. 
Cox of 
Cincinnati looked upon the 
measure with disfavor. Its great vol­ 
ume—more words than the longest 
novel—filled with all the intricacies of 
IOO laws, has caused a feeling of dis­ 
trust among the members. 
They fear 
to pass it, under a misapprehension 
that something may be fastened upon 
their constituents which would be both 
distasteful and 
burdensome. 
Then 
again is the antagonism of the polit­ 
ical bosses, the state leaders and the 
local manipulators, who see in the bill 
an element 
of 
destructiveness—a 
smasher of local machines. 
With all 
these to 
contend with 
and 
throw 
stones at its glass house, the hill has 
before it little which holds out hope 
of success.

With the coming of the warmer days 
of spring—although the present week 
has been a vigorous reminder of win 
ter—the yearning of the members to 
return home and drop the duties of a 
legislator is becoming stronger.

Speaker McKinnon’s debut as an In­ 
troducer of billa during the 
present 
session came Thursday, and was hard­ 
ly an unqualified success, except In­ 
sofar as producing a vigorous debate 
can he regarded as a triumph. 
The 
recent decisions of the supreme court, 
declaring local measures authorizing 
the sale of bonds unconstitutional on 
the ground of being special legislation, 
has tilled the holders of these secur­ 
ities with alarm and caused a pan­ 
icky feeling among investors. 
The 
bill of the speaker’s really endeavored 
by a leat of legislative legerdemain 
to make constitutional what in reality 
is unconstitutional. 
It provides that 
bends, or other obligations or instru­ 
ments, issued and sold under direction 
of any municipality or county, shall 
be binding if the law under which 
they were authorized was in force and 
supposed to be valid at the time. The 
endeavor is made to extend the pro­ 
visions of the act to county and mu­ 
nicipal contracts, grants 
and 
fran­ 
chises. 
This means that if 
the su­ 
preme court should later find the leg­ 
islative enactment, authorizing the is­ 
suing or sale of bonds, or thq grant­ 
ing of a franchise or right, in any 
city or county of the state, to be un­ 
constitutional, it would 
be constitu­ 
tional if the bonds had been sold or 
the franchise and right given away. 
It’s an attempt to lift ones self by 
one’s 
bootstraps. 
As might he ex­ 
pected, the bill pro\oked the most vio­ 
lent opposition, especially 
from the 
representatives of 
the larger cities, 
where franchises haife been granted 
or bonds sold under acts which are 
now or are to be attacked 
in 
the 
courts. A number of lawyers have de­ 
clared that the bill, if passed, will it­ 
self 
be held 
unconstitutional when 
brought to the scrutiny of the supreme 
court. 
• • • 
Tho legislature will, before adjourn­ 
ment, undoubtedly co-operate with the 
people of Columbus in the erection of 
a monument in commemoration of the 
late President McKinley. The citizens 
here have already raised more than 
$20,000 for this purpose, and while that 
would erect a not unfitting monument, 
the state desires 
to 
eo-operate and 
purchase a more elaborate one. 
An 
appropriation of another $25,000 will 
be made, giving a total of some $50,- 
000 to be used for the purpose. 
The 
monument will stand in the west front 
of the state house grounds, facing 
High, "the main thoroughfare. It will 
be of*commanding appearance, with a 
figure of the president surmounting a 
massive base. Work on it is expected 
to begin during the spring or summer, 
and the complete monument will greet 
the visitors to Columbus next winter. 
w e e 
Despite the fact that Ohio is to have 
no elaborate centennial this year in 
testimonial of its admission into the 
Union, the state Is not to be without a 
celebration in commemoration of that 
event. The State Historical and Arch­ 
aeological society has undertaken the 
task of preparing a suitable program 
and is to receive the aid of the state. 
A resolution will be passed calling up­ 
on the governor to appoint a commit­ 
tee of seven to cooperate with the so­ 


ciety in completing the details for the 
event. While on a much less extensive 
scale than 
was contemplated in the 
holding of an exposition at Toledo, the 
celebration will not he without its in­ 
teresting and appropriate features. It 
will be held 
in November next and 
probably in Columbus, although that 
has not yet been decided.

A* wa* expected, the present week has 
done much in clearing the way for 
final adjournment, and at the close of 
work Friday night a distinctive gain 
in the way of real 
accomplishment 
could be seen. 
The taxation mea*, 
urea—the administration measures— 
have all passed either one branch or 
the other, and the two most Important 
ones, ainee they are to ba the great 
revenue raisers—the Willis and Cole 
billa— are now laws. 
The redistrict­ 
ing bill has also ceased as the pro­ 
ducer of stormy caucuses and noisy 
debates, and has been finally deter­ 
mined. 
That other element of dis- 
tubrance. the ( anal question, has been 
finally disposed of, and is out of the 
way. 
This leaves but 
three 
great 
questions of state interest yet to come 
up—the reform in the primary elec­ 
tion laws, the outcome of which is 
problematical, the appropriation meas­ 
ure and the municipal code hill. 
The 
finance committee of the bouse has 
let itself get into a sorry tangle con 
cerning the appropriation matter, and 
back of the curtain which hides its 
work from the public legislative pride 
Is playing a part. 
Chairman Crafts 
of the committee, together with State 
Auditor Guilbert, has 
prepared 
the 
three bills which are to be introduced. 
They were drawn after an exhaustive 
study of the situation and in elabor­ 
ate detail. Members of the committee, 
however, fail to agree with the chair­ 
man as to ail the amounts given the 
different state departments and insti­ 
tutions. and are urging their views 
upon 
Mr. Crafts, and 
demanding a 
compliance with their ideas. He. with 
a natural pride in his work, is reluct­ 
ant to have the bills changed, and has 
not complied with the readiness which 
would mean a speedy completion of 
the work and a return of the bills to 
tho legislature for adoption. 
It is this 
which has delayed matters and put 
the committee a month back of where 
the flame committee stood two years 
ago at a corresponding time, for in 
the legislature of 1900 tile Hist of the 
bills was reported March 13. and all 
were passed and out of the way by 
the 16th of April. 
Chairman (bafts 
now expects to have the three bills 
completed and introduced by tile ( lose 
of the coming week. 
lf that lie done, 
the general assembly can Billow out 
its progrom and pack up grips for 
final departure by April 24. 
The fate 
of the municipal code bill seems de­ 
termined. 
It will undoubtedly be de­ 
feated. There has been a rapid growth 
of sentiment in opposition to it within 
the past 
few weeks, and 
especially 
ainee it was found that botli Mayor 
Johnson of Cleveland and George B. 
Cox of 
Cincinnati looked upon the 
measure with disfavor. 
Its great vol­ 
ume—more words than the longest 
novel—filled with all the intricacies of 
IOO laws, has caused a feeling of dis­ 
trust among the members.

Speaker McKinnon's debut as an In­ 
troducer of lulls during the 
present 
session came Thursday, and was hard­ 
ly an 
unqualified 
success, except in­ 
sofar as producing a vigorous debate 
can be regarded as a triumph. 
The 
recent decisions of the supreme court, 
dei daring local measures 
authorizing 
the sale of bonds unconstitutional on 
the ground of being special legislation, 
has filled the holders of these secur­ 
ities with alarm and caused a pan­ 
icky feeling among investors. 
The 
bill of the speaker's really endeavored 
by a feat of legislative legerdemain 
to make constitutional what in reality 
is unconstitutional. 
It provides that 
bends, or other obligations or instru­ 
ments. issued and sold under direction 
of any municipality or county, shall 
be binding if the law under which 
they were authorized was in force and 
supposed to be valid at the time. The 
endeavor is made to extend the pro­ 
visions of the act to county and mu­ 
nicipal contracts, grants 
and 
fran­ 
chises. 
This means that if 
the su­ 
preme court should later find the leg­ 
islative enactment, authorizing the is­ 
suing or sale of bonds, or thq grant­ 
ing of a franchise or right, in any 
city or county of the state, to be un­ 
constitutional, it would 
be constitu­ 
tional if the bonds had been sold or 
the franchise and right given away. 
It s an attempt to lift ones self by 
one’s 
bootstraps. 
As might be ex­ 
pected, the bill provoked the most vio­ 
lent opposition, especially 
from 
the 
representatives of 
the larger cities, 
where franchises ba^e been granted 
or bonds sold under acts which are 
now or are to be attacked 
in 
the 
courts. A number of lawyers have de­ 
clared that the bill, if passed, will it­ 
self 
be held 
unconstitutional when 
brought to the scrutiny of the supreme 
court.

T in legislature will, before adjourn­ 
ment. undoubtedly co-operate with tho 
people of Columbus in the erection of 
a monument in commemoration of the 
late President McKinley. The citizens 
here have already raised more than 
$20,000 for this purpose, aud while that 
would erect a not unfitting monument, 
the state desires 
to 
co-operate and 
purchase a more elaborate one. 
An 
appropriation of another $25,000 will 
be made, giving a total of some $50,- 
000 to be used for the purpose.

During the campaign in China 
the Chinese mutilated the dead and 
tortured the wounded to death.

cite five precedents which came under 
the head of his own case. He alluded 
to the naval battle at Santiago and 
the humanity he had shown to Span 
lards who were captured, and said Ii*2- 
had many letters 
from 
Spaniards 
thanking him for the kindness he had 
shown them. 
Continuing, the major said that In 
1882 he was with the British forces 
In Egypt where Arabs captured pick­ 
ets of Bengal 
cavalry, decapitated 
the prisoners and placed their heads 
on poles. 
Afterwards all the Arabs 
who were caught were shot without 
trial. 
During the campaign in China 
the Chinese mutilated the dead and 
tortured the wounded to death. Con 
sequency when a Boxer or a fanatic 
was captured he was executed im­ 
mediately without trial.

true in the case of the trops of every 
nation in China. 
It was true during 
the three weeks he commanded 
the 
Americans 
there.

Baconians say that there is no evidence that the young 
Shakespeare could write at all, that he could even spell, hut the con­ 
temporary writers, such as Webster, the dramatist, have disproved 
this. 
Ben Jonson asserts that Shakespeare could not spell even his 
own name correctly and must have been illiterate. 
But the name 
has been spelled six different ways by the state authorities. 
Raleigh spelled his name in five ways, Bacon himself spells his own 
name in two ways, so we may have to learn yet who wrote Bacon, 
judging from the claim of illiteracy.

Shakespeare could write at all, that he could even spell, but the con­ 
temporary writers, such as Webster, the dramatist, have disproved 
this. 
Ben Jonson asserts that Shakespeare could not spell even his 
own name correctly and must have been illiterate. 
But the name 
has been spelled six different ways by the state authorities. 
Raleigh spelled his name in five ways, Bacon himself spells his own 
name in two ways, so we may have to learn yet who wrote Bacon, 
judging from the claim of illiteracy.
